Every Day produced many melan- 
y Inflances of the terrible Effects of this perni- 
‘Practice ; the miferable Wretches who devoted 
nfelves to it, frequently dropped down dead with 
Glas at their Lips, and have been carried from 
Gin Shop totheir Graves. 
‘on was this dreadful Mifchief confin’d to this 
sglone ; it extended itfelf all over the Kingdom ; 
yas not the remoteft Town or Village free from 
the Husbandman, the Manufa¢turer, the Handy- 
fman, the Labourer, all thofe upon whoie 
ngth and Induftry their own Livelihood and the 
jeand Bufinefs of the Nation depend, were in- 
{with this Vice; even the Women, throwing 
all regard to Decency and the Modefty of their 
ewas diflolute and debauched as the Men ; 
pave thefe deftructive Liquors to Children at the 
ft, and adminiftered Poyfon to them inftead of 
riment; Mulritudes were murthered by thefe 
able Potions in their earlieft Infancy, few ar- 
ito Yearsef Maturity, and even thofe who had 
ngth and Vigour of Conftitution, to withftand for 
ig time the ficrce Attacks of this deadly and in- 
xe Foe, were fo broke and enervated, fo impair'd 
heir Health, and enfeebled with Difeafes that 
were only fit for an Hofpital or a Lazar 
c. 
yp not only the Health and Lives, burt the 
alsof the People were utterly deftroyed, by the 
at Ule of diftilled Liquors: When the Blood 
nfamed, and the Brain intoxicated, by fo fubcle 
penetrating a Spirit, they were capable of per- 
ting any Mifchief; to this Caufe is to be im- 
d the frequent Robberies and Murders, which 
been committed in the publick Streets of this 
; a thing never heard of, before thofe baletul 
politions became fo predominant and univerfal. 
hofe that indulged themfelves in thefe Exceffes, 
‘dto follow the beaten Path, but ftruck out into 
Roads of WickednefS; they did not proceed 
arly and go on Step by Step, from one Crime to 
ner, but engaged at firft in the moft defperate 
pts, and edged into the Depth of Villainy

& Places where thefe Liquors were fold, be- 
by thefe Means not only the Receptacles, but 
he Nurferies of Thieves and Murtherers ; here 
Wereinitiated in the Myfteries of Villainy, they 
i in Confederacies, and laid the Scheme of their 
Enterprizes; the intoxicatin Draughts they 
Aken, gave an unufual fleschoc and wildnefs to 
Spirits, and made them add Cruelty to Rapine ; 
feldom committed a Robbery, but it was attend- 
ith fome fhocking Circumftances of Barbarity ; 
ofe that cfcaved with Life out of their Hands, 
wounded or maimed to fuch a Degree, as fre- 
ly broughr Ilneffes and Diforders upon tiem, 
bthey were never able to recover. 
U as many who were under the Influence of 
malignant Spirits, were pufhed on to perpetrate 
wl horrid Crimes, fothere were none who had 
ated a Habir of drinking them, but were ren- 
mifcrable to them{elves, and a burthen to the 
PX, it they kept themfelves clear of Offences of 
mer Nature + they became incapable of Labour, 
10 carn an honeft Livelihood by their Indultry, 
a to the way and manner of Life, whieh Pro- 
had placed them in ; therfelves and Families 
erithed and reduced to the moft unhappy State 
retchednefs and Want by thefe Means; the 
ighways were thronged with V agabonds 
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very heavy and grievous Tax, and more than the In- 
habitants were well able to pay, while at the fame 
time, the Price of Wages was fo much advanced, 
and the Scarcity of Servants and Labourers fo great, 
that chere wanted Hands to mature the Land, and to 
carry on the neceflary Bufinefs of a Farm. 

UNpvER fuch calamitous Circumftances as the 
Nation was in, occafioned by the general Prevalence 
of fo great and infupportable an Evil, was it nor high 
time for the Legiflature to apply fome Remedy pro- 
portionable to the Nature of a Diftemper, which was 
attended with fuch difmal Confequences ? The united 
Voice of the whole Kingdom called upon their Re- 
prefentatives, for a fpeedy and effectual Redrefs ; 
every Body in fome meafure and in fome relation or 
other of Life, was attected by the Mifchiefs and 
Diforders occafioned by the exceilive Ufe of diftilled 
{pirituous Liquos, and therefote every Body was 
jutily alarmed with the great Progrefs which they 
daily made. Lenative or palliating Medicines had, 
by Experience, been found not fufhcient for the Pur- 
pote, what then could the Legiflature do Iefs than go 
to the very Botiom of the Diteafe and root it out at 
once? 

Howzver, the prefent Law, for putting a Stop 
to this Evil, /evere and rigid as it has been reprefeated 
to be, is very far from taking away the Ufe of all 
{pirituous Liquors ; it endeavours to m:ke the Accefs 
to them more difficult by the ordinary People, as 
there was certainly the greareft Reafon in the World 
for doing ; but it can never be faid with any colour 
of Juftice, that fuch aneceflary Reftraint amounts to 
near @ tetal Probibition; while People are lett at 
Liberty to purchaie fo {mall a Quantity as two 
Gallons, upon the fame Terms asbefore, who is de- 
barred the U{é of thefe Liquors, by any thing con- 
tained in this Law? And whet has this Law prevent- 
ed, but Debauchery and Drunkennefs, to the greatelt 
Excels, and in the moft publick and fcandalous Man- 
ner that was ever fuffer’d in any civilized Nation 
before. 

Nor indeed can I {ee what Injury or Injuftice has 
been done by this Act to the Retalers of thefe fpirt- 
tuous Liquors, notwithftanding all the Clamours that 
have been ralfed upon this Account; many trite and 
popular Arguments may be brought, to fhew the 
Hardfhips of a Law which deprives fo many People 
of a Bulinefs, upon which the Maintenance of them- 
{elves and Familics wholly depends; and itis an eafy 
Matter to raife the Pacions, and warm the Refent- 
ments of the greater Part of Mankind, by talking in 
the Style of the Craft/vran, of the infinite Numbers of 
People that muft be ruined by #8; but to any Body that 
coniiders this Matter with ever fo little Atrention, 
ic will appear in quite a different Light, and all 
thefe Circumftances of Cruelty, which have been 
atttully and induftrioufly raifed to create an Abhor- 
rence to this Law, or rather to the Makersof it, will 
vanifh, and be found robe without any Colour or 
Foundation. 

For to come clofe to the Point, who “are thefe 
Retalers, or as the Cra/tfman calls them, the‘ Jimo- 
nocent, Induftrious Familus, that are to be ruined by this 
Scheme? Why generally a Set of idle, worthlefs 
People, who Deing too Lazy to work or follow the 
Employment which they were brought up to, took 
to this Method of Livelihood, by which they might 
maintain themfelves without. Labour or Induftry, 
and live upon the Spoils cf the Poor; who before 
this Act was made, had cither no Right by Law to 
follow this Trade, or if they had, who exercifed it 
contrary to Law ; who either in fe:ting themielves up 
in this Way of Dealing, or elfe in the Manner of 
carrying it on, committed a Crime, and aéted in 
open Defiance of the Laws of their Country. 

For it appears by the Report of the Juftices of 
Peace at Fick's Hall, that there were within the 
Limits of L/efminfer, Holteurn, the Teaver, and 
Finsbury Divifion, ¢xclufive of London and Weft minfter, 
Two thoufand One hundred and Five unlicentéd 
Retalers of {plrituous Liquors ; tho" thofe Gentlemen 
exprefs their Apprehenfions that even this Account, 
as great as it may feem, fell very fhort of the true 
Number. Near half of thofe employ’d to make this 
Inquiry, being Retalers of shefe Liquors themf«lves, 
and confequently very juftly to be fafpeéted of not 
making fo diligent a Search into this Matter, as Per- 





fons lefs concerned in Intereft would, as it is rea‘on- 
able to believe, have done. Neither were there 
taken into this Account, the Garrets, Cellats, back 
Rooms, and Places where thete Liquors were pri- 
vatcly iold ; for not being publickly expofed to View, 
they efcaped the Notice of their Officers; and I be- 
lieve if fuch an Inquiry had been extended all over 
England, it would be tound, that not one in ten of 
thefe Retalers of fpirituous Liquors, ever troubled 
themielves about a Licence. 

Now with what Colour or Grounds can fuch Sort 
of Traders pretend, that the lace Aét deprives them 
of a Livelihood? Was not their getting a Livelihood 
in fuch a Manner, exprefly contrary —y Pow ? Might 
not aSmugler, with as good a Face, complain of the 
Hardfhips of a Law for the preventing of running 
of Goods? And might it not be faid, with the fame 
Juftice with refpect to thef latter, as to the former, 
that Maultitudes of innocent, induftrious Famailics, 
would be ruined by ir ? 

So long ago as the Reign of Edward the Sixth, 
an Act was made, that no Man fhould keep an Ale- 
houfe without being licenfed either in Seflions, or 
by two Jultices of Peace, under the Penaley of a 
Fine of 'weaty Shillings, which was a great Sum iv 
thofe Days. 

By another Statute made in the Third Year of 
Charles the Firft, this Forfeiture of Twenty Shillings 
was- given to the Ule of the Pco:, and was to be levicd 
by Diftrefs, by Warrant of the Juttice of Peace 
before whom the Offence was proved, and in Default 
of Diftrefs, the Jultice was to deliver the Offender 
to the Conftable to be whipp'd. 

Anp by another Act in the Thirteenth Year of 
the late King V illiam, all Perfons are probibited te (ll 
Brandy, or other diftilled Liguors, by Retale, to be drank 
in ther’ Houses, withent a Liccnce, in the fame Menner | 
as common Aleboufe Keepers are licenfed ; and the Otfen- 
der ismade fubject to the fame Rules, Penalties and 
Forfeitures, asthofe who fell Ale without a Licence. 

Tuus the Law ftood before the lace AG, with 
Regard to thofe whoretaled thof: Liquors without 
a Licence ; now ‘erus fee, whether thof: whe had a 
Licence, and permitted the common Tippling of 
them in their Houles, as it is notorious al] thefe Re- 
talers did, were not equally Offenders againtt the 
Laws; and confiquently, whether they have any 
Reafon to complain of being reftrained from carrying 
ona Trade, which they exercifed in fuch a Manner, 
as to make ita publick Nuifance. 

By an Act made in the Firlt Year of F:mes the 
Firft, after the Preamble, which recites, that the 
true Ule of publick Houfes, is for the Relicf of 
Travellers, and the Supply of fuch People, as are 
not able to buy their Provifions in greater Quancitics, 
and not meant for Entertainment and Harbouring of 
lewd and idle People, to {pend their Time and their 
Money: It enacts, that no Perfon keepiog a publik 
Houfe, fhall p2rmicany Townfman to fit Tippling in 
his Houfe, except Labourers and Handicrafifmen, 
who take their Diet there, and they only upon the 
ufual working Days, and for one Hour at dinner 
Time, upon the Penalty of Ten Shillings : And by 
another Statute in the fame Keign, as a further Pu- 
nifhment, the Offender was dilubled from keeping 
an Alehoule for Three Years afterwards; and by 
this Statute likewife, all Perfons where-ever their 
Habirations are, as well as Town/lmen, are prohibiced 
from fitting Tippling. 

Awnp fuch Offenders as fuffer Tippling in their 
Houles, contrary to this Scatute, may be bound in 
a Recognizance tokeep.good Order, or may be com- 
mitted as Alchoufe-keepers without Licence, or 
indicted at Scthons. 

Ann by Law, no Perfon ought to be licenfed, 
who hath not a convenicat Lodging for a Tra- 
veiler. 

Ir it be obje&ed, that as there were fomany good 
and wholefome Laws ia being before, againft the 
Evils complaiged of, there’ was no Occafion for anew 
onc, fince the Magiltrates, by a due and faithful 
Diicharge of their Duty, might have fupprefled thefe 
unlicenied Traders, and kept the others within their 
proper Bounds. I fhall anfwer in the Words of the 
Report of theGentlemen: in the Commiflion of the 
Peace, which I have taken Notice of above, that 
cubile the Expence of every Conviftion lies on the Ma- 
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Rrate, which is, and Dats been on thefe Occafions wry
